‘Abolition of Taxation 
in Democratic People's Republic of Korea' 


Tax in my socialist country? 
No thanks, we enjoying life! 


49 years ago the Supreme People's Assembly of the DPRK on the 21st of March 
1974 passed the law on the 'Complete Abolition of Taxation’, thus the DPRK became 
the first state in the world without taxation, a truly remarkable feat. Since that day 
the people of the DPRK have been free from income tax and local taxation but at 
the same time have enjoyed free health care, free education and low - cost 
housing. Today young and middle - aged Korean people do not understand the 
meaning of the word ‘tax’! 


After the liberation of Korea from Japan on August 15th 1945, the predatory tax 
system of the Japanese imperialists was abolished and a popular and democratic 
tax system was established in the DPRK, thus putting a per cent to over 50 kinds 
of miscellaneous taxes and turning the taxation into a single one. 


In 1955 the government of People's Korea again cut the income tax of the workers 
and office employees by 30 per cent, sharply reduced the tax burden of the 
handicraft workers, entrepreneurs and merchants and decreased the agricultural 
tax in kind from 25 per cent of the grain output to 20.1 per cent on an average. 
From 1959 it reduced the agricultural tax in kind to 8.4 per cent. 


The agricultural tax in kind, which had been instituted right after the liberation, 
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was eliminated in the period from 1964 to 1966 for good in accordance with 
Theses on the Socialist Rural Question in Our Country' authored by President KIM 
IL SUNG. 


As a result, there remained in the country only the income tax of the working 
people and the negligible local autonomy tax. The tax paid by the population 
amounted to two per cent or less in the revenue of the state budget. Thus, 
abolishing taxation became the order of the day. As the great leader comrade KIM 
IL SUNG said: 


'To abolish the tax system is a revolution 
to free the working people from these vestiges 
and a great change to meet the centuries - old desire of the people. 


The system of taxation which came into being with the emergence of the state, 
has been used in a class society for thousands of years 
as a means of preserving the ruling machine 
of the governing classes and plundering the working people' 


Taxation for centuries had been a great burden for the working people with 
people cursing taxation. There is an old saying that there are only two certainties - 
death and taxes. In capitalist countries, today taxation is a very big problem. In 
recent years under austerity policies taxation has increased in several capitalist 
countries but at the same time public services have been cut. Many workers in the 
UK have to pay a big percentage of their pay in tax and national insurance, on top 
of that there is 20% VAT, and council tax which rob people of their money. Even 
those who own their properties are hit by ‘service charges’. 


Abolishing taxation in the DPRK was a master stroke which improved people's 
living standards. At the same time, thanks to increasing socialist production in the 
DPRK public spending has increased many times over. This is a miracle. It is 
amazing that People's Korea has had 49 years without taxation. 


The DPRK is a real paradise for the working people thanks to the Juche idea, the 
advanced socialist system and the people - centred policies of great generalissimo 
KIM IL SUNG and KIM JONG IL which are today carried forward by dear respected 
Marshal KIM JONG UN under the banner of self-reliance. The abolition of taxation 
in the DPRK is a great inspiration to the working people of Britain in their struggle 


against austerity, exploitation and oppression.

International Women’s Day in People’s Korea’ 


International Women’s Day, March 8th in People's Korea is actually a public 
holiday and is marked by meetings, concerts and different events. The DPRK takes 
it very seriously indeed. There are buildings named after March 8th in the DPRK 
such as the March 8th Hotel in Sariwon. 


Article 77., of the ‘Socialist Constitution of the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea' states that: 


'Women are accorded equal social status and rights with men. 


The State shall afford special protection to mothers 
and children by providing maternity leave, 
reduced working hours for mothers with several children, 
a wide network of maternity hospitals, 


creches and kindergartens, and other measures. 


The State shall provide all conditions for women 
to play their full roles in society’ 


On the 30th of July 1946, the Provisional People’s Committee of north Korea 
passed the Law on Sexual Equality which for the first time in history gave women 
equal rights with men, liberating women from centuries of double and triple 
oppression by feudalism. 


In 2010 the Law of the DPRK on Protection of Women’s Rights was adopted. 


The founder and eternal leader of People's Korea, President KIM IL SUNG always 
paid deep attention to the women's question and the liberation of women pointing 
out in 1971 that: 


Tf a society ts to run normally women 
who account for one half of the population 
must play their role satisfactorily 
if we are to revolutionize and working classize 
the whole of society we must also revolutionize 
and working classize women. 


Just as a wagon cannot run smoothly 
if only one of its wheels functions, 
so a society cannot develop on a sound basis 
when only men fulfill their duties. 


Only when women are revolutionized 
and actively participate in the revolution 
and construction can the whole of society 
be revolutionised and working classized' 


Marshal KIM JONG UN himself said: 


‘At present the Party and people put great trust in 
and have high expectations of the women's union. 


When the women's union grows in strength 
and when its members and other women turn out vigorously, 
our revolutionary cause will advance with greater vitality’ 


However, despite the epochal progress made in liberating women in People’s 
Korea some reactionaries as well as the fake Left, liberals and trendies constantly 
attack the DPRK over the women’s questions alleging ‘traditionalism’, ‘social 
conservatism’, 'Confucianism' and such like .

In fact, women have been truly liberated in People’s Korea under the banner of 
Juche - based, socialist, proletarian women’s liberation rather than by bourgeois 
feminism. 


The DPRK is one of the few Asian countries to have statues of a female leader 
namely the anti - Japanese revolutionary war heroine Madame KIM JONG SUK. 


Today in the DPRK female cadres and officials such as comrade Kim Yo Jong, 
comrade Hyon Song Wol, comrade Choi Son Hui and comrade Ri Sol Ju, play a 
leading role. 


Women hold many responsible positions. 17.6 per cent of deputies to the 
Supreme People’s Assembly are women. There are many women who are 
professors, doctors or managers of farms and factories. Many women are labour 
heroines and innovators 


The DPRK not only legally guarantees the rights of women but also takes 
practical measures to ensure them. In People’s Korea childcare is free of charge 
and there is a big network of nurseries and creches including workplace creches 
and 24/7 nurseries. In the UK average nursery fees are £131 per week! In People’s 
Korea the amount of maternity leave increased from 77 days in the 1970s, to 150 
days in the 1980s, and a few years ago was increased to over 200 days which can 
be supplemented by regular and additional holidays. Women who have more than 
3 children can work for 6 hours but get paid for an 8 - hour day, something that is 
totally unheard of in a capitalist society. 


In People’s Korea, women are able to enjoy living in a safe and wholesome 
environment. Prostitution was made illegal by the 1946 Law on Sexual Equality. 
Pornography, the sex industry and hyper - sexualisation which degrades women 
( and men ) is unknown and unheard in People’s Korea. It is safe for women to 
walk the streets any time of day in the DPRK. No DPRK woman ever faces being 
propositioned on the street or hearing shouts of 'Cor Blimey darling, get your 
clothes off' from men. There is a civilized and clean ethos in the DPRK. Women are 
respected, indeed they are regarded as the flowers of society. 


Thus, the slanders about People’s Korea concerning the women’s questions are 
completely untrue. 


We urge progressive women who support independence to defend People’s Korea. 


We also appeal to women supporters of People’s Korea to join KFA UK, and 


defend People’s Korea with no ifs or buts!

About the US Congress’s 
‘Horrors of Socialism' resolution 


On the 2nd of February, the US House of Representatives passed a resolution 
titled: 'Denouncing the horrors of socialism' which needless to say reiterated the 
US’s opposition to socialism, this is not a surprise. A number of socialist countries 
were attacked and slandered in the resolution. In particular, the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea ( DPRK ) is specifically mentioned and Chairman KIM 
JONG IL and Marshal KIM JONG UN are specifically mentioned by name. 


One would think that the US House of Representatives would turn its attention to 
issues at home rather than criticising the DPRK. Official US government statistics 
showed that 37 million Americans actually live in poverty. In the US gun crime is 
rampant; in 2020 19,000 US citizens died from gun crime. Racism and police 
violence are endemic but the US Congress did not bother to look at these but 
instead decided to spend time and money on passing a resolution to denounce the 
DPRK and some countries that no longer exist. 


A member of the US House of Representatives has a salary of $174,000 
( £143619 )per year which is even more than British Members of Parliament who 
get £80,000 per year in salary. The US House of Representatives represents the 
capitalist elite, not the ordinary people. It is very telling that both Republicans and 
Democrats in the House of Representatives voted for the resolution, it shows that 
the two parties are the same, same ideology just a different label so there is no 
choice in US elections. One Soviet leader said that the difference between US 
parties is like the difference between Pepsi - Cola and Coca - Cola. 


The resolution falsely claims that: ‘3,500,000 starved to death'in the DPRK. This 
is a lie and a falsehood. It would have meant that more than 10 per cent of the 
DPRK population starved to death in the 1990s which is simply not true. The 
DPRK's population as being 20,194,354 in 1990, 21,763,670 in 1995 and 
22,840,218 in 2000. So the DPRK's population actually increased by over 1 million 
between 1995 and 2000 and for the decade 1990 to 2000, it increased by 
2,645,864. There was no ‘famine’ in the DPRK and no mass starvation. The US 
Congress is basing its policies on blatant lies, myths and deceptions. 


In fact in the DPRK people are supplied with food at a low cost by the state and 
also enjoy virtually free housing, free health care and free education. 


The US House of Representatives Resolution ‘on denouncing the horrors' is not 
only a slander on Juche - based socialism but also is interference in the internal 
affairs of the DPRK and a motion for regime change and the invasion of the DPRK.

'77th Anniversary of the Agrarian Reform in People's Korea' 


On the 5th of March 77 years ago, the Provisional People's Committee of North 
Korea proclaimed the law of Agrarian Reform. The law confiscated without 
compensation the land of landlords with more than 5 hectares of land and 
distributed it free of charge to landless and land - short farmers. It was probably 
one of the most radical, revolutionary and thoroughgoing land reforms ever carried 
out in history. It was radically different to land reforms carried out in other 
countries. 


The Agrarian Reform Law smashed the chains of ossified feudalism which had 
existed for centuries. It freed the farmers from the exploitation and oppression of 
cruel landlords and made them masters of the land. Indeed more than mere 
masters of the land, it made them masters of their own fate and masters of the 
country. 


The Agrarian Reform Law broke the fetters on the rural productive forces and led 
to a big upsurge in agricultural production. It marked a fundamental and 
irreversible redistribution of wealth and power in the northern part of Korea. 
Thanks to the Agrarian Reform Law and later measures People's Korea is one of 
the most egalitarian societies in the world. 


Since the enactment of the Agrarian Reform Law the socialist agricultural 
working people have triumphantly marched along the road of Juche - oriented 
agricultural development. 


We are sure that greater successes will be made in the future. We applaud the 


76th anniversary of the Agrarian Reform Law.

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Currently, according to data, 90% of the media is controlled by 6 global 
corporations that they own. The same multinational corporations are ruled by the 
only right in their opinion political ideology of liberalism in which fiction becomes 
fact.

In fact, it is so, the mega - corporate power, to which the great press titles, 
television networks and information centres are subordinated, constantly conducts 
an intensive campaign of propaganda influence on the human consciousness for 
the purposes chosen for them. An example of this is the anti - Russian insults and 
lies about the military operation in Ukraine aimed at creating only one correct 
worldview and point of view for the purposes of these corporations in power. In this 
process, they create a massive amount of fiction. This fiction poisons the minds of 
people, which they try to manipulate by creating an image of the world that has 
nothing to do with reality and only serves to consolidate their dominance and 
create divisions into social classes in which ordinary working people are ‘fed' with 
a vision of living in a fully democratic world of freedom and the freedom of a 
prosperous and happy life. This pseudo - democracy is a democracy of rich elite 
groups over the poor common people, the rule of the minority over the majority. 
However, the collision with everyday reality contradicts what the mainstream 
media serve us, showing the image of the ‘wonderful’ Western world of this pseudo 
democracy and false freedom. 


The world mass media and its counterparts in Great Britain is a propaganda 
system controlled by big capital, and the richest people from the circles of the 
financial elite. From the capitalist's ruling class. This system works to promote and 
serve so - called placeholder topics, gossip and social scandals, and cheap and non 
- deep valuable entertainment, along with promoting the American consumerist 
and selfish lifestyle. They promote in mass media lifestyle, focused on 
accumulating material wealth which, ironically, poor social classes will never 
achieve under the yoke of capitalism. Topics covered in the mass media of Western 
European countries, including Great Britain, are intended to distract the attention 
of the working class and all the poor social classes from the reality of everyday life, 
which is characterized by poverty and hardship in the midst of constantly rising 
prices and problems created by the oppressive ruling system by the exploitation 
and oppression of the ruling classes of the privileged owners of great capital, over 
the majority of society, which with hard work creates the values on which these 
parasitic social classes live from. 


The imperialist pro - Western media, whether in the press, television or online, 
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constantly conduct endless propaganda activities according to the guidelines and 
directions of the main world imperialist forces, which are harnessed in the great 
financial and economic machine of large industrial corporations and banks. It is 
these financial and economic elites of the imperialist countries of global capitalism, 
that dictate the conditions of what and how is to be presented in the mass media. 
The existence and truth about the reality of a country that has never submitted 
and will not submit to this dictate - is of course not welcome to them. This is why 
the DPRK is completely demonized and misrepresented in the mainstream media. 
DPRK does not submit to the dictates of the world's great financial corporations 
and does not allow their capitalist economic activities on its territory for obvious 
reasons. The elites creating the main information stream in the world have no 
influence on the social life and information culture of DPRK and thus are not 
satisfied with this fact, hence the massive hostile information and media attack full 
of falsehood and lies about the reality of socio - economic and cultural life in 
DPRK. 


Again and again, we are surprised by new alarming news about an evil dictator 
from bad ‘North Korea’, a country of concentration camps, famine and repression, 
who is just waiting to launch nuclear missiles against good and brilliantly ordered 
well - off peoples from democratic Europe or first guardian of freedom USA, and 
the rest of the free world or who is torturing people or other revelations. How many 
peoples are aware of this nonsense? 


This and other nonsense is made on the orders of the anti - DPRK imperialist 
trend, which is very massive and financially funded by the governments from taxes 
of the ordinary citizens. It is a constant propaganda fight and bombardment of 
DPRK with more and more new information about food problems, restrictions on 
freedom, etc. And even the Koreans from the DPRK have a good laugh reading all 
these Western propaganda stupidities for which the ordinary taxpayer pays. 
Nevertheless, this is no cause for laughter. Because many people still think and 
say what the Western mass media and their leaders want. The level of 
understanding of the mechanisms of manipulating the truth and the real reasons 
for creating a bad image of the DPRK country among the Western society of 
capitalist countries is still very small. That is why here we have a great role and 
task to fight for the truth, fight to show the true face of DPRK and expose lies and 
distortions about DPRK and the people living there. 


In the Western world, the word and meaning of propaganda are extremely 
distorted. However, ironically, the Western media themselves use the propaganda 
they criticize so much for its use in the system of a socialist state. Propaganda 
itself is neither good nor bad. Only the purpose for which it is used and the means 
for its use determine its positive or negative character. 


In Western newspapers and online news media including the UK, we can read 
about useless and stupid rumours about the royal family of parasites, or about 
their idle lives and travels around properties and castles along with details of their 
personal lives, about their rich life. This is to occupy public attention and divert it 
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from the problems of everyday poor life. Also, the content of newspapers illustrated 
in capitalist realities, for example in the UK, looks poor. Most of the volume, 
reaching half of the content of the magazine, are various types of advertisements 
for food and industrial products, catering establishments, travel agencies and all 
kinds of consumer goods. The articles presented in these newspapers are beautiful 
travels around the world or stories about a rich and prosperous life that the 
working class in a country where it is exploited simply cannot afford. 


The immortal words recorded in the works of the great leader of the working 
class, Vladimir Lenin, carry a universal truth even and especially today: 


‘All over the world, wherever there are capitalists, 
freedom to buy newspapers, to buy writers, 
to bribe, buy and fake public opinion for the benefit of the bourgeoisie’ 


( V. Lenin 'A Letter to G. Myasnikou' ) 


That's how big corporations work indeed. They bribe and create false public 
opinion that has nothing to do with the real opinion of people who are under 
capitalist oppression and fooled by them, rich bourgeois classes. This is where 
such idiotic publications full of nonsense come from, such as the last book ‘Spare’, 
in an era of progressive exploitation and a decline in living standards. This book 
full of stupid myths shows how bourgeois corporations created a legend from 
nothing. A man can consider himself to be more than others by his idle life. 


In great contrast to the Western press is informational service from the 
Democratic People's Republic of Korea. in this country, truth is at the highest price 
and for which state - owned agencies serve. DPRK is a country with a political and 
economic system where man, not profit, is the most important, i.e. DPRK, the life 
of ordinary citizens is shown, and if they are extraordinary, it is not only by the 
fact of their birth in the conditions of maintaining the feudal class system of the 
royal family like Prince Harry, but by their hardworking, full of dedication and 
patriotism everyday life by the DPRK society. It is significant for the heroism of 
ordinary people. In this country, the popular masses are the creator of welfare, and 
in this country the masses of the people are the creators of prosperity, which is 
unattainable for capitalist countries, which create the same prosperity for selected 
elites at the expense of exploitation, for which the bribed media stupefy the society, 
keeping it in the belief of freedom and democracy. In DPRK society itself creates a 
happy reality and this reality is shown in the media as it is without lies and 
falsehood. The media do not work for the profit of selected elites, but for the whole 
society and its good. 


So, what can we find in the DPRK magazines and press? Articles and information 
from the socio - political life of the united nation. Attitudes of patriotic effort in the 
process of building happy prosperity for the whole society and news from the lives 
of ordinary people, their successes and problems. No orders from the rich elite, no 
stupid or embarrassing and decadent advertisements for expensive goods or 
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nobody needed and artificially created services such as investing in the stock 
market or speculating on the capitalist market, that is supposed to bring another 
profit for the rich bourgeois class. It is completely different. Ideological and 
cultural values and patriotism is reign in the right propaganda message of the 
DPRK media and positively affect social awareness. 


For example, looking at the news headlines in DPRK and UK, it is easy to see how 
much they differ from each other in the context of the presented news. In the daily 
and periodic press of DPRK, we can find great examples of patriotism and role 
models in life for everyone. 


Thus, the contrast between the subject matter of the information and the articles 
presented between the socialist press of the DPRK and the western press of the 
imperialist countries is enormous. 


At the end of this article, it is worth quoting a situation that happened to me 
quite recently. In a sharp polemic with a work colleague about the thesis I pushed 
about the lack of a magazine truly expressing the needs and real life of the working 
class in the UK, this colleague claimed that there is such a newspaper ... ‘The 
Guardian’. Because, as he claimed, 'The Guardian' is for ordinary people and 
regards ordinary issues of their daily life, because ... newspaper is on the left scene 
of the British working class and serves her etc. The next day, I brought him the 
issue of The Guardian'I had purchased and asked: Do you see any issues of truly 
everyday life of the British working class, the daily problems and concerns in these 
articles about the capitalist market, stock charts and other capitalist liberal 
gibberish? Because I do not. 


He didn't answer anything.

Mrs Ri was a young woman with 
a 1 year old child. She told me that she had got married in 2016. She and her 
husband applied for a new home and in 2017 ( within 1 year ), they were granted a 
new flat by the state and was able to start a family. Truly amazing! 


If Mrs Ri had lived in Britain, she and her husband might have waited 10 or 20 
years on the Council waiting list. Or, maybe chance their luck privately renting 
and pay a fortune for a mouldy flat miles from the city centre. Even in the suburbs 
of London rents can be as high as £1,250 for a 2 bed flat or actually more. ‘Social 
housing’ rents that are supposedly cheap can be as much as £600 to £700 per 
month. With house prices in London, averaging £523,666 a mortgage would be out 
of the question, unless they were very wealthy and prepared to be burdened with 
debt all their lives. 


In People’s Korea, citizens can get a new flat or home when they get married.

Often comrade Kim Jong Il did 
not celebrate his own birthday and dressed in an old parka.

‘KIM JONG IL and Juche - Based Socialism’ 
Speech of Dr Dermot Hudson to the online meeting, 
13th of February 2023 


The life of the great leader comrade KIM JONG IL was closely associated with 
the building of Juche - based socialism in People’s Korea. He carried forward the 
building of Juche - based socialism in Korea which had been initiated by the great 
leader President KIM IL SUNG. 


Comrade KIM JONG IL was involved in the work of socialist construction from the 
time he was a builder who participated in the reconstruction of Pyongyang in the 
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late 1950s and later took the helm when he started to work at the Central 
Committee of the Workers' Party of Korea in June 1964. 


Comrade KIM JONG IL made an important contribution to the theory of socialist 
construction in his speech to officials of the Science and Education Department of 
the Central Committee of the Workers’ Party of Korea on the 13th of June 1967, 
titled 'On Having a Correct Understanding of the Political, Moral and Material 
Incentives'. KIM JONG IL addressed the question of material incentives and the 
question of speed v equilibrium was a central question of debate amongst the 
economists of the socialist camp. The revisionists advocated more and more 
material incentives which basically would have restored capitalism. A major 
impediment to the work of socialist construction in Korea was the harmful 
aftereffects of the moves of bourgeois, revisionist elements in the economic sector. 
The anti - Party, revisionist elements stealthily spread revisionist economic theory 
in various spheres, claiming priority to material incentives for the working people 
and equilibrium in socialist construction; they issued something like ‘promissory 
notes’ in an attempt to create selfishness among the people and decelerate 
economic development. KIM JONG IL smashed the sophistries of the revisionists. 


He pointed out that: 


',.. the political and moral incentive to work 
should be always reinforced by material incentives’ 


Taking aim at the low growth ‘theory’ advanced by some people he said: 


',.. revisionist theory which ts blind to the superiority of the socialist system; 
this is a very harmful capitulationist tendency 
to restrict the growth of the socialist economy ...' 


During the 1970s comrade KIM JONG IL actively pushed forward such ideas in 
the practical domain. He took charge in the speed campaign of 1974 and the three 
revolution movement. During the 1974 Speed Campaign industrial output value in 
the DPRK soared by 70% probably the highest ever rate of growth ever achieved by 
any country in the world, it surpassed even that of the Soviet Union under Stalin 
during the 1930s. In agriculture, a bumper harvest was reaped. By 1975 the DPRK 
had basically fulfilled the 6 - year plan 1 year ahead of schedule. 


Comrade KIM JONG IL also made economic and technical innovations such as 
the construction of the Unryul mine conveyor belt which was an example of true 
genius. This conveyor belt carried soil that had been excavated from the mine out 
to sea and deposited it, creating new land, a simple yet brilliant idea. 


All the DPRK's achievements were firmly based on self - reliance which comrade 
KIM JONG IL always emphasized self - reliance saying that: 


',.. TIt is only when one displays a great revolutionary spirit of self - reliance 
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that one can have faith in one's own strength, 
exploit the internal resources of one's country to the maximum 
and conduct the revolution and construction with success. 


Experience shows that only when one gives full play to the revolutionary spirit 
of self - reliance can one surmount every manner of difficulty and ordeal. 


Even though the anti - Japanese guerrillas received no assistance 
from a regular army or from a state in the past, 
they, by displaying to a high degree the revolutionary spirit of self - reliance, 
overcame manifold difficulties and hardships, 
defeated the brandish Japanese imperialists 
and accomplished the noble cause of national liberation. 


In the period after the Korean War our party members and working people 
rehabilitated the devastated economy by our efforts and transformed our country 
into a powerful socialist industrial state in a short span of time. 


The situation we are in today demands that we display 
to a high degree the revolutionary spirit of self - reliance. 


At present no country is willing to help another nor is any country 
in a position to help another, 
even should she want to... ' 


In the mid and late 1990s, the DPRK faced an incredibly difficult situation in 
which three factors combined to create very serious difficulties for the DPRK, these 
factors were; the disappearance of the world socialist market due to the frustration 
of socialism in the USSR and elsewhere, severe natural disasters and the sanctions 
and blockades of the imperialists. This period was known as the Arduous March. 


Comrade KIM JONG IL ensured that socialist construction was carried on despite 
the most trying conditions, by applying the revolutionary spirit of self - reliance. 
The gigantic Anbyon power station was completed in 1996. This in terms of 
construction costs, materials and resources were double that of the West Sea 
Barrage which was constructed in the 1980s at the cost of $ 4 billion. Many small 
and medium - sized power stations were also built. The KPA between 1995 and 
2000 built the Chongynu Bridge, the Kumnung Tunnel No 2, the Pyongyang - 
Hyangsan motorway, the Thaechon Power station no 5 and the April 25 hotel. 
There is a great deal of false and mendacious propaganda about the ‘'Arduous 
March' period in the DPRK but the above shows that rather than the so - called 
‘famine' and ‘collapse’ that the Western media portrayed it socialist construction 
continued. Rather than mass starvation, the population of the DPRK actually 
increased by 1 million between 1995 and 2000. 


At the height of the ‘arduous march' comrade KIM JONG IL took a measure to 
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ensure that children were supplied with soya milk. The sight of soya milk vans 
driving along the streets became a familiar one. 


Measures were taken one by one to alleviate the food shortage issue. In 1997 
Chairman KIM JONG IL said that the entire army and all people must be mobilized 
for effective farming that year by all means, so as to solve the food problem 
decisively and bring the 'Arduous March' to a successful conclusion. The People’s 
Army, he said, should give active, large - scale support to farming that year, 
organizing support to the countryside down to the last detail. Land rezoning was 
carried out on a massive so as to eliminate any residual vestiges of feudal 
landownership, making it impossible to restore capitalism in the DPRK countryside 
and boosting production by allowing the more widespread use of machinery. In 
2009 100 - day and 200 - day campaigns were launched. Under the 100-day 
campaign, the growth in industrial output value topped 30% a truly phenomenal 
figure without parallel in the world and much higher than the figure for south 
Korea. This figure showed that the DPRK was the fastest - growing economy in the 
world. 


In 2010 the February 8th Vinalon Complex was recommissioned and put back 
into operation vinalon being known as the Juche fibre ( which is made from 
limestone, a true example of self - reliance ). The KPA also built the Huichon Power 
station, and the Taedonggang Fruit Farm and renovated the Kosan Fruit Farm. 


The great leader comrade KIM JONG IL laid the foundations for the DPRK's 
independent self - reliant space industry which is today conquering the stars. 


On the 31st of August 1998 the '‘Kwangymysong -1' satellite was successfully 
launched. Then in April 2009 the ‘Kwangmysong - 2' was launched and on 
December 12 2012, the ‘Kwangmysong - 3' blasted off. This was a great 
achievement, particularly in view of the harsh US sanctions, blockade and 
pressure. 


Under the leadership of comrade KIM JONG IL the Korean people enjoyed the 
fruits of Juche - based socialism such as virtually free housing, free health care, 
free education, low - cost public transport and cheap food. 


To conclude the great leader comrade KIM JONG IL, made shining achievements 
in leading the work of socialist construction over several decades, laying firm 
foundations for a powerful and thriving socialist country of Juche based firmly on 
the idea of self - development, He was the genius of self - reliant socialist 
construction.

What I do 


My name is Jeremy Bieringer, I am the chairman of the Juche idea study group of 
the KFA Germany, which takes place every second Saturday at 11 o'clock in the 
Telegram Group of the KFA Germany. At the meetings of the study group i teach the 
members and friends of the KFA about the Juche idea, for that I use Powerpoint 
Presentations to help make it better understandable for the participants. 


I also write articles for the KFA Germany website and just finished the translation 
of comrade Dr. Dermot Hudsons book 'The famine that never was' into German. Now 
i will start with the translation of the book 'Who are the real human right abusers' 
also by comrade Dr. Dermot Hudson. 


Why I support the DPRK and KFA 


A few years ago in winter i did go through the streets of the German city Ingolstadt, 
where i did go to school at that time. It was freezing cold but all few meters was a 
bagger sitting on the street. One I gave a sandwich I had with me and a few others I 
gave a bit money, but there were many to give everyone something. After a time 
seeing more and more homeless freezing people i had to cry about the suffering of 
this people. This people have nothing no home, nor food, while in the same country 
the main shareholders of BMW the siblings Quandt get each over one Billion Euro 
pear year. This siblings Quandt do nothing all year except drinking expensive wine 
all day and playing golf, just because they own, they get each over one billion per 
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year. 


The DPRK shows an alternative to this barbaric world of extremism. In the DPRK no 
one gets over one billion Euro per year for just drinking expensive wine all day and 
no one lives on the street or has no house, in fact in the DPRK housing is guarantied 
free for all citizens and everyone gets the basic food for very low prizes. 


In Germany every year more and more hospitals are closed even during the Corona 
pandemic and the few remaining ones have almost all been privatized, now working 
not for the health of the people, but for the profits of capitalists and when someone 
isn't profitable anymore like old people or people with disabilities, they get disposed 
(means they murder them ). For that they use methods remembering the Euthanasie 
methods of the Nazis. They claim medical treatment would only mean suffering for 
old people and they should be led dying instead of medical treatment. They do this 
because they get money not for the time the patient is there but for each case and of 
course old and disabled people need more time to get healthy again, that means the 
hospital would make no profit, so they just murder them. 


In the DPRK such methods would be unthinkable, all hospitals are owned by the 
people and the medical treatment is free. Instead of closing hospitals and medical 
institutions new ones are opened in the DPRK like the Okryu childrens hospital, 
opened in Juche 102 ( 2013 ), the eyes clinic Ryugyong, opened Juche 105 ( 2016 ) 
and many others. Old people are respected a lot in the DPRK and no one would think 
of refusing them medical treatment or even murder them. 


The DPRK gives me and many others hope and proofs the possibility and 
superiority of Juche based socialism.

'What Ido and Why I Support the DPRK and KFA' 


My journey to begin to understand and then support the DPRK started after I had 
learnt what there was to know about the Russian, Chinese, Cuban and Vietnamese 
Revolutions. 


They were a part of history unfortunately by the time I became politically mature, 
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but I kept hearing of this strange country that had not fallen as the Soviet Union 
had. It had not taken the road to revision, but had stayed true to its revolutionary 
roots. I couldn't find a single book or documentary that didn't come from the West 
about the DPRK.

I am the Chairman of the Korean Friendship Association of the UK and the Official 
Delegate of the KFA for the United Kingdom. I first became the Official Delegate of 
KFA for the UK back in March 2001. Iam also the Chairman of the British Group for 
the Study of the Juche Idea. I work almost full -time for KFA UK and as a writer. I 
was forced out of my old job in the HMRC Valuation Office Agency for defending 
People’s Korea and telling the truth about People’s Korea. 


I was victimised at work and never paid compensation. Outside of my work for 
KFA, I have other interests such as walking, classic 60s and 70s Dr Who ( the real

My first trip to the DPRK was in 1992 and I have been to the DPRK 18 times. I was 
impressed, and am still impressed each time I visit the clean streets of the DPRK, the 
lack of homeless or beggars and the high level of social equality as well the DPRK’s 
adherence to real socialist principles.

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when some countries would not survive 3 days.

Multiple Rocket Launching Drill 
by Korean People's Army 


Relevant multiple launch rocket sub - units under the Korean People's Army 
long-range artillery unit on the western front conducted a multiple - rocket 
launching drill at 7:00 a.m. Monday. 


The U.S. and the south Korean puppet forces staged another combined air drill 
with ten - odd war planes including B - 1B strategic bomber and F - 35 stealth 
fighter on February 19. 


The enemies are persistently resorting to such military demonstrations, not 
concealing that the air drill was done in response to the ICBM launching drill by 
the DPRK on Feb. 18. 


The U.S. and the south Korean puppet forces have already staged such combined 
air drills several times this year alone, escalating the military tension. 


The enemies are estimating themselves that they demonstrated the combined 
defense capability and posture through the prompt introduction of combat force 
for extended deterrence, while stating that they would continue to increase the 
frequency and intensity of deploying U.S. strategic assets in south Korea in the 
future, too. 


On the order to conduct power demonstration firing, relevant multiple launch 
rocket firepower sub - units of the KPA long - range artillery unit on the western 
front set virtual targets 395 km and 337 km away from the launching points 
respectively and fired two shells of 600 mm multiple rocket launchers towards the 
East Sea on the morning of Feb. 20. 


At the same time, other sub - units conducted firepower training at the tunnel 
positions without live firing. 


The 600 mm multiple rocket launcher, involved in the firing, is the latest type of 
multiple launch precision attack weapon system of the KPA. It is a tactical nuclear 
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attack means boasting of the great might powerful enough to assign only one 
multiple rocket launcher with four shells so as to destroy an enemy operational 
airfield. 


At the donation ceremony held at the end of December last year, the Academy of 
Defence Science and the Nuclear Weapons Institute expressed their firm view that 
the power of four multiple rocket launcher shells can reduce to ashes the enemy's 
operational airfield to paralyze its function. 


Through today's firing drill with the involvement of super - large multiple rocket 
launchers, the tactical nuclear attack means, the KPA fully demonstrated its full 
readiness to deter and will to counter the U.S. and south Korean combined air 
force bragging about their air superiority.

to turn the UNSC with heavy responsibility for the international peace 
and security into a tool for its heinous hostile policy toward the DPRK. 


And they should not connive at the sinister attempts of the U.S. 
and its followers to make a sovereign state give up its legitimate rights 
to self - defence, but let them know that such acts are in vain. 


This time, too, the opponents to the DPRK committed an undisguised infringement 
upon its sovereignty for no ground. 


The U.S. and south Korea are openly showing their dangerous greed 
and attempt to gain the military upper hand and predominant position 
in the Korean Peninsula, 
crying out for extended deterrence and combined defence posture 
on the trite pretext for coping with any threat. 


This further endangers the situation every moment, 
destroying the stability of the region. 


The U.S. would be well - advised to stop saying that 
it is not hostile toward the DPRK and the door to dialogue is open, 
hoodwinking the world, and to give up its foolish trick 
for earning the time through dialogue. 


And it should stop all the actions posing threats to the security of our state 
and refuse to tarnish the DPRK's dignity, 


always thinking twice for its own future security. 


South Korea, too, had better think of the consequences 
to be entailed by its reckless acts. 


We tell its fools that our ICBM will not be aimed at Seoul. 
We still have no intention to stand face to face with them. 
Upon authorization, I warn that we will watch every movement of the enemy 


and take corresponding and very powerful 
and overwhelming counteraction against its every move hostile to us. 
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Another statement issued the following press statement on Monday 20th: 


As expected, the way the fools think and play in every occasion 
is incurring laughter of the world. 


In fact, we are now watching the south Korean idiots making a show of themselves 
as a spectacle rather than a response. 


And again, I feel an impulse to scoff at them. 


As I watched yesterday alone, their speculation, guess, 
freewheeling assessment and so on were very disgusting. 


I would like to make some cutting remarks about tt. 


A so - called senior researcher of a south Korean military institute 
appeared before the press to let loose rubbish 
that it took 9 hours and 22 minutes for us to conduct the missile launch 
after the written order on it, calculating only the time as if he had nothing to do, 
in a bid to undervalue the preparedness of the DPRK missile forces. 


They present a variety of unusual analysis as if they are really stupid 
or persons of small caliber who make too much analysis. 


I don't know if they would take some comfort 
from such farfetched defamation and assessment. 


We did not make public the full text of the written order 
issued by our supreme leadership. 


To make public one thing on this occasion, 
the written order on the missile launch issued on the day includes the contents 
that the surprise launch should be conducted at a favorable 
and appropriate moment in the afternoon after completely closing the area 
around the launching site and taking such safety steps 
as evacuation of personnel and other equipment in the morning. 


Accordingly, our servicepersons took important military action 
at the most appropriate time, specified in the order - the time between 15:30 
and 19:45 in consideration of visible distance under weather conditions 
and when seven scout planes of the enemy involved in air reconnaissance landed. 


I think that the south Korean military would evidently explain, 
today or tomorrow and as they always used to, 
that they detected the sign of the north's missile launch in advance 
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and were conducting intensive monitoring with intelligence assets. 


And they will defend the fact that their scout planes didn't fly at the time 
by saying that they were monitoring with so - called special means 
and methods under 
"close cooperation between intelligence authorities of south Korea and the U.S." 
and that it is difficult to give detailed explanation for fear 
of possible exposure of military intelligence assets and for other reasons. 


The concept of a surprise launch doesn't mean the time 
that it takes between the issuing of a launch order and the launching. 


I cannot but mention the system of fuel ampoule. 


Those, who have never made it themselves, 
went so absurd and stupid as to comment on other's technology 
at will after seeing some sci - tech data. 


A so - called honorary researcher at a sci - tech policy institute 
made oft - repeated remarks again that the warhead's reentry appeared 
to be a failure judging from a photo posted by Japan. 


Those absurd guys fail to distinguish a warhead 
from a detached second - stage projectile in the photo and seem ignorant 
about the reason why the distance between the two in the case 
of vertical launch naturally gets close. 


As I explained the other day, if the warhead's reentry fails, 
we can't receive signals from the warhead till it has landed. 


Such argument, made by those rookies who are lack of the said common sense 
and pretend to be experts, will not change in fact the crisis facing the U.S. 
and south Korea as they want and will cause confusion 
in getting a correct understanding of the dangerous situation, 
though it may bring some consolation to them. 


We have possessed satisfactory technology and capability and, 
now will focus on increasing the quantity of their force. 


They had better rack their brains to take measures to defend themselves, 
instead of doubting or worrying about other's technology. 


We are well aware of the movement of U.S. forces' strategic strike 
means recently getting brisk around the Korean Peninsula. 


We are carefully examining the influence it would exert on the security of our state, 
and we are going to make it an established fact, 
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once again on this occasion, 
that we will take corresponding counteraction 
if it is judged to be any direct or indirect threat. 


The frequency of using the Pacific as our firing range 
depends upon the U.S. forces’ action character. 


We affirm once again that there is no change in our will 
to make the worst maniacs escalating the tensions pay the price for their action.

Kim Jin U, a six - year-old boy from Mirae Kindergarten, possesses amazing 
hearing ability and memory. 


He heard the keyboard sounds of dialling ten random numbers of a mobile phone 
once, and after hearing them, guessed right all the ten numbers. And he answered 
over 100 mobile phone numbers he had memorized after hearing their keyboard 
sounds. He was awarded the top prize in the memory event. 

There are some tales about him. 


Kim Po Yon Kim Po Yong playing intellectual game 


According to his mother Pak Mi Yong, she purchased a thing at a shop with her 
son when he was four years old. After some months, she wanted buy the same 
thing, but she forgot the phone number of the shop. When she asked her son, he 
immediately answered the location and phone number of the shop. 


And when his father was going to the house of his relative together with him, he 
told his father the number of cars, trucks, tramcars and their colours which 
passed by. 


Such things continued afterwards. 


Kim Sun Jong, his teacher at the kindergarten, said: Jin U remembers not only 
the figures and numbers he saw once but also the colours, shapes and types of 
things. He is also good at sound detection and sight - reading and playing the 
piano. 


He guesses right over 500 mobile phone numbers he had memorized just after 
hearing the keyboard sounds, and once a number is wrongly dialled, he 
immediately detects the mistake through the wrong keyboard sound. 
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The participants and jury said that they had seen such a child for the first time 


Divided into several stages, the intellectual event presented riddle, composition, 
playing cards memorizing, and two - and four - digit addition and subtraction 
problems. 


Kim Po Yong, a six - year - old girl from Changgwang Kindergarten, was highly 
appreciated in this event. 


In particular, she answered fluently in English all the problems to be solved 
through abacus imaging, astonishing the jury. Education experts evaluated her as 
a child with outstanding intellectual potential in natural sciences. 


According to her parents, she was less than two years old when she showed her 
inborn talent. 


She just began to read dozens of words in picture cards at a nursery. Then one 
day she read through a title of a newspaper. 


The titles she read consisted of new words utterly different from those as tomato 
or cup, which the nurses used to show children in order to develop their imaging 
capability. 


This meant that she read the newspaper title by combining by herself the letters 
which she had learned through picture cards and which her parents had taught 
her. 


Having discovered her inborn talent, her nurse directed efforts to give her 
intellectual education in close contact with her parents. 


Having possessed a surprising ability to concentrate and persevere, she was able 
to cultivate her intellectual capability on a higher level thanks to the various kinds 
of intellectual education at kindergarten. 


She is now updating her records in Rubik Cube ( one minute ), card memory ( 
two packs ) and calculation by abacus imaging. 


Kim Yong Sim, vice - director of a department of the Education Commission, said: 
The children with outstandingly developed brains and good observation, who were 
present at the contest, proved once again how important the combination of 
kindergarten education and family education is. This contest provided a good 
opportunity for us to reaffirm that children’s inborn talents are displayed in their 
nursery and kindergarten days. Much is expected from the children who fully

"The Korean Revolutionary Army’ 


The building of a party organization put forward as an important task at the 
Kalun Meeting was started with the formation of the Society for Rallying Comrades, 
the first party organization. But we could not rest content with this. Ahead of us lay 
the difficult task of making rapid preparations for an armed struggle. As the first 
step by way of preparation for an armed struggle we formed the Korean 
Revolutionary Army at Guyushu. In founding a temporary political and paramilitary 
organization such as the Korean Revolutionary Army while planning to form 
standing revolutionary armed forces within a year or two, our intention was to 
prepare ourselves for the building of a large guerrilla force through the army’s 
operations. We intended to lay a mass foundation for an armed struggle and gain 
the necessary experience for it in the course of the political and military activities of 
the Korean Revolutionary Army. The fact was, we had little of the knowledge we 
would need for the armed struggle. Our armed struggle would have to be conducted 
not in our own land but on the territory of a foreign country, and we needed 
appropriate experience. But there was no military manual or experience for us to 
learn from. All we had as resources was some people from the Independence Army, 
a small number of former cadets of Hwasong Uisuk School and a few pistols. 
Beyond this we had nothing. We had to secure our own arms and accumulate 
military experience for ourselves. 


We formed the Korean Revolutionary Army as a temporary setup in order to attain 
this goal. At Guyushu Kim Won U and Ri Jong Rak made preparations for founding 
the Revolutionary Army initially and then, later, Cha Kwang Su was sent to complete 
the preparations. Such preparations were promoted extensively in many places. The 
main aspect of the preparations was to select young people as recruits and obtain 
arms. As a guideline for gaining people and arms we set good work with the soldiers 
of the Independence Army and the winning over of sensible people who fell in with 
progressive ideas. If many ex - soldiers joined the Revolutionary Army, they could 
form its first teaching staff so that it would be quite possible to train those young 
people who were novices in military affairs. That was why our comrades did a great 
deal of work among the Independence Army men under the influence of the Kukmin - 
bu organization. It was our policy to persuade and win over to our camp the 
progressive - minded men of the Independence Army and enlist them in the 
Revolutionary Army when they were fully prepared ideologically. 


In this period the Kukmin - bu organization was still divided into two groups - the 
pro - Kukmin - bu and anti - Kukmin - bu factions - and the struggle for power 
continued. The pro - Kukmin-bu faction had control over the Korean residents 
in Manchuria and the anti - Kukmin - bu faction held sway over the Independence 
Army. This led in the end to an estrangement between the people and the army. In 
the summer of 1930 the antagonism between the two factions developed into 
terrorist activity to assassinate the cadres of the other side, and this resulted in a 
complete rupture between the two forces. This being the situation, not only the rank 
and file but also the platoon leaders and company commanders looked upon the 
people of the highest levels with distrust and would not readily obey their orders. 
They were more willing to listen to our operatives. 
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Cha Kwang Su conducted his work with the soldiers of the Independence Army in 
the Tonghua, Huinan and Guanxi areas, and Ri Jong Rak educated his men at 
Guyushu in preparation for their enlistment in the Revolutionary Army. Ri Jong Rak 
had originally belonged to the first company of the Independence Army under the 
control of Jongut-bu at Guyushu before coming to Hwasong Uisuk School, where 
he joined the Down - with - Imperialism Union. The cadets at the school who came 
from the first company with Ri Jong Rak included Pak Cha Sok, Pak Kun Won, Pak 
Pyong Hwa, Ri Sun Ho and many other young men. After the school had closed, Ri 
Jong Rak returned to his old company at Guyushu and was appointed its deputy 
commander and then commander. In those days, unlike now, the strength of the 
army was quite small, so the company counted for a great deal as an armed force. 
Even the Kukmin-bu machinery, which was regarded as the most powerful of all 
Korean organizations in Manchuria, had only nine companies under it. Naturally, 
therefore, a company commander was highly respected among the Independence 
Army soldiers. At Guyushu Ri Jong Rak enjoyed great prestige. 


As Kim Hyok, Cha Kwang Su and Pak So Sim conducted revolutionary activities 
vigorously under the protection of the Independence Army force controlled by Choe 
Chang Gol in the Uuhe area in the years 1928 - 29, so our comrades dispatched to 
Guyushu worked under the protection of the Independence Army unit commanded 
by Pi Jong Rak. Ri Jong Rak still had a very strong will and was extremely 
enthusiastic about the revolution. After Hwasong Uisuk School was closed down, 
he returned to his old company and acquitted himself well in the assignment I had 
given him in Huadian to work efficiently with the Independence Army men. He was 
daring, resolute, quick of judgement and had great ability to command. On the other 
hand he lacked cool reason and thinking power. He was rash, hot - tempered and 
self-opinionated. These I think were his chief faults which in later days led him to 
betray the revolution. 


Certain people said that since the Independence Army’s line of command was in 
disorder and there was great confusion within it, the companies scattered in 
different areas should be disarmed and the reactionaries of Kukmin - bu purged. 
They insisted that the mantle of the Independence Army be thrown off and 
operations conducted openly, arms procured and a showdown be had with the 
Kukmin - bu organization. We strictly guarded against such a tendency, so as to 
avoid a Left error being committed in work with the Independence Army. 


My uncle Hyong Gwon formed two operational groups and went to the Changbai 
area. He set up his base of operations on the mountain behind Zhiyangjie and 
formed branch organizations of the Paeksan Youth League, Peasants Union, Anti- 
Japanese Women’s Association and Children’s Expeditionary Corps throughout 
Changbai in order to obtain weapons and awaken the people politically. Young 
people in the area were drawn into these organizations and given military training. 
Through the efforts of uncle Hyong Gwon the Independence Army forces in the 
Changbai region came under our influence. 
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In parallel with the work of selecting new recruits and creating military reserves, 
activities to obtain weapons continued at full pace. In the procurement of arms, the 
greatest feat was performed by Choe Hyo Il. Choe was a salesman in a Japanese 
guns shop in Tieling. At the time many Japanese dealt in firearms in Manchuria. 
They sold guns both to bandits and to Chinese landlords. Choe Hyo Il was a young 
man with only a primary school education, but he was proficient in Japanese. When 
he spoke it, he was so fluent that nobody could tell if he was a Korean or a 
Japanese. Because he was too bright for a shop-assistant and because he spoke 
Japanese so well, the owner of the shop put great trust in him. 


The man who won him over to our cause was Jang So Bong. When we were 
working to establish a base in Kalun, Jang So Bong moved about the areas 
of Changchun, Tieling and Gongzhuling and, by chance, made the acquaintance of 
Choe Hyo Il. Having met him several times, he realized that Choe was a faithful and 
upright man. He drew him into the membership of the Anti-Imperialist Youth League 
and introduced him to Ri Jong Rak. From that time on Choe Hyo Il conducted 
activities among our enemies in Tieling. Maintaining contact with Ri Jong Rak, he 
secretly sold weapons to the companies of the Independence Army. Although the 
owner of the shop knew that the weapons sold by Choe Hyo Il were going to 
Koreans, he was so eager to boost his sales that he showed no signs of knowing 
about it. At first he sold weapons to the Chinese and then to the Independence Army 
men but, in the end, turned the Japanese shop in Tieling into something of an 
exclusive shop for supplying and delivering weapons to the communists. In the 
process of this his world view changed beyond recognition. Every time Ri Jong Rak 
and Jang So Bong met me, they boasted that they had taken in a fine young man in 
Tieling. So inwardly I came to entertain great expectations of Choe Hyo Il. 


In 1928 or 1929 Choe came to Jilin to see me. I found him handsome, with the fair 
complexion of a young girl. Nevertheless, despite his looks, he was a heavy drinker. 
According to the criterion of a revolutionary, this was something of a drawback. We 
dined together and talked for many hours in a hotel. When he, imitating the 
insinuating voice of a Japanese “madam,” told me some scandal about the emperor 
and high-ranking military and political figures of Japan and the five quisling 
ministers of Korea, I held my sides with laughter. He had a wife of rare beauty and 
was looked on with envy by others, but he was carefree and quite indifferent to the 
comforts of home. For all this, he was amazingly bold and strong-willed in the 
revolutionary struggle, which belied his fair, girlish features. It was on the eve of the 
Kalun Meeting that he fled to Guyushu with his wife, bringing ten or so firearms 
along with him from the Japanese shop. He was given a hearty welcome because he 
had come when we were busy preparing for the formation of a small military and 
political organization as a temporary step towards building a permanent 
revolutionary armed force. 


We realized through reports made by our comrades that everything was ready for 
founding the Revolutionary Army. When I arrived in Guyushu I found that the list of 
names of the men selected for the army and the necessary weapons were all in 
order and that even the site for the ceremony of founding the army and the names of 
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those attending the ceremony had been decided. 


The ceremony of founding the Korean Revolutionary Army took place in the yard 
of Samgwang School on July 6, 1930. Before distributing the arms I made a brief 
speech. I made it clear that the Korean Revolutionary Army was a political and 
paramilitary organization of the Korean communists formed in preparation for 
launching an anti-Japanese armed struggle and announced that it would serve as 
the basis for building a permanent revolutionary armed force in the future. The basic 
mission of the Korean Revolutionary Army was to enlighten and awaken the masses 
of the people in towns and farm villages and unite them under the banner of anti - 
Japanese resistance and, at the same time, to gain experiences in the armed 
struggle and prepare for the formation of fully - fledged armed forces in the future. In 
the speech I set out the immediate tasks of the army - to build up a backbone to 
serve as the basis for the formation of anti-Japanese armed units in the future, to lay 
a mass foundation for the revolutionary army to rely on, and to make full military 
preparations for starting an armed struggle. 


We formed many units under the Korean Revolutionary Army, calling them by 
number. On my recommendation Ri Jong Rak, who was a veteran of military affairs 
and had great leadership ability, was appointed commander of the Korean 
Revolutionary Army. 


Some historians confuse the Korean Revolutionary Army created by Kukmin-bu 
with the military organization of the same name we founded at Guyushu. They have 
good reason to do so because many of the members of the former were admitted to 
our Revolutionary Army. The two military organizations had the same name but 
differed in their guiding idea and mission. The Korean Revolutionary Army produced 
by the Kukmin-bu setup had no real identity because its name and commanders 
were changed often due to the continued antagonism and disputes in its practical 
activities, which was a reflection of its internal conflicts. But our Korean 
Revolutionary Army was a political, paramilitary organization guided by the 
communist idea which engaged in both mass political work and military activities. 


When we founded the Korean Revolutionary Army, we debated a great deal over its 
name. Because it was the first armed force organized by the Korean communists, its 
name should have the flavour of something new, we said and discussed the matter 
heatedly. Various proposals were made. 


I persuaded them to call our armed force the Korean Revolutionary Army, adopting 
the name of the army of Kukmin - bu. I told them that when forming the Down - with 
- Imperialism Union we had named it without using words suggestive of 
communism in order not to irritate the nationalists, and that if the army we were 
founding should assume the cover of the Korean Revolutionary Army, it would not 
offend the nationalists and would be convenient for it to operate. The name the 
Korean Revolutionary Army benefitted our force in many ways in its later activities. 


After its formation the Korean Revolutionary Army was organized into many groups 
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and these groups were dispatched to various areas. A few groups were sent into the 
homeland. When we sent them into Korea, we wanted to lay the mass foundation 
for an armed struggle and step up the revolutionary struggle at home while at the 
same time aiming to test the feasibility of an armed struggle in the homeland. 


We decided to form an operational group to work in the homeland with Ri Je U, 
Kong Yong, Pak Jin Yong and others who had been absent at the foundation 
ceremony of the Korean Revolutionary Army and to assign it the task of forming 
revolutionary organizations among the broad masses by going to North Phyongan 
Province by way of Sin - galpha and the Rangnim Mountains. Ri Je U was to lead the 
group. In 1928 we gave instructions to those who were operating in the areas of 
Fusong and Naidaoshan to move their operational base to the Changbai area where 
there were many Koreans. On these instructions Ri Je U moved to the Changbai area 
where he organized people and conducted activities for the political enlightenment of 
the masses, going deep into the homeland. 


We decided to send into the homeland another operational group headed by my 
uncle Hyong Gwon and consisting of Choe Hyo Il, Pak Cha Sok and another. The 
task of this group was to cross the River Amnok at Changbai and advance almost as 
far as Pyongyang, going via Phungsan, Tanchon and Hamhung. The inclusion of 
Pak Cha Sok in this group was due to uncle Hyong Gwon’s friendship with him. He 
had been engaged in underground activities while working as a teacher in the rural 
areas outside Jilin until the winter of 1928 when he took part in forming 
revolutionary organizations in the Fusong area together with Kye Yong Chun and Ko 
Il Bong. At that time Pak Cha Sok became a bosom friend of my uncle. When he 
heard that my uncle was going into the homeland, Pak insisted on going with him. 
Understanding his feelings, we readily granted his request. The members of the 
Korean Revolutionary Army who had left for their appointed areas of activity 
conducted their operations fearlessly everywhere. 


There was a man by the name of Hyon Tae Hong among the members of the 
Korean Revolutionary Army who were working in the Sipingjie and Gongzhuling 
areas. He was arrested while working among the masses in Sipingjie and taken 
to Changchun. At the moment of his arrest he handed over his weapon to his 
comrade unnoticed. The police tortured him brutally to get him to tell them where he 
had concealed his weapon. Hyon Tae Hong mentioned the name of a railway station 
and “confessed” that he had buried it under an aspen tree near the station. He was 
seeking a chance to escape. Pleased to hear this, the police took him by train to 
where he said he had buried his pistol. While the train was moving Hyon knocked 
down the two policemen escorting him with his handcuffs and jumped off the train. 
Then he crawled on all fours using his elbows and knees and returned to his 
revolutionary organization in Kalun. His comrades in Kalun released him from the 
handcuffs by using a file. Even after undergoing this dreadful ordeal, he went to 
Gongzhuling as soon as he was restored to health and continued to work, only to be 
caught again, this time by the Japanese police. Gongzhuling was a leased territory 
wrested from China by the Japanese imperialists, so it was under the jurisdiction 
of the Japanese. He fought bravely in the court, too. He was sentenced to life 
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imprisonment and was serving his term in the Sodaemun prison in Seoul when he 
died of the injuries he had suffered at the hands of the brutal Japanese imperialist 
torturers. 


Entering the 1930s, the strength of Ri Je U’s group increased to dozens of men. 
Through their efforts, successive anti-Japanese organizations came into being in the 
Changbai area, a school and an evening class were opened in every village, and 
debating contests, entertainments and athletics meetings took place frequently. This 
filled the people with revolutionary ardour. But at that time the Japanese 
imperialists played the trick of sending an armed group of blackguards disguised as 
mounted bandits to rob a Korean village to lure out Ri Je Uand his company. But we 
had warned them to be wary of mounted bandits, so they did not allow themselves 
to be caught in the trap. There was only a skirmish in which a few men were 
wounded, and the incident did not develop into a full - scale battle. 


Later the soldiers of a reactionary warlord, in league with the mounted bandits of 
the Japanese imperialists, launched a surprise attack on the armed men of Ri Je U 
causing a great damage. Pak Jin Yong died a heroic death during the battle and Ri 
Je U was taken prisoner. In an attempt to escape the disgrace by killing himself, Ri 
Je U, though bound hand and foot, thrust a kitchen knife into his throat, but he 
failed. He was handed over to the Japanese police and escorted to Seoul. There he 
was sentenced to death and died immediately in prison. Kong Yong was also killed, 
trying to form a united front with some bogus communists who had been sent there 
by the Japanese imperialists to lure out and capture the anti - Japanese fighters 
in Manchuria. 


It was immediately after the massive peasants’ uprising in Tanchon that I received 
word of the tragic fate of Comrades Kong Yong, Ri Je U and Pak Jin Yong. When the 
messenger told me of the fact, I could not calm myself for a long time. My head fell, 
above all because I felt I had committed the sin of being seriously undutiful to my 
father. The three men were all members of the Independence Army my late father 
had particularly cared for and were pioneers of the change of course from the 
nationalist movement to the communist. My bitter grief over the tragic fate of Ri Je U, 
Kong Yong and Pak Jin Yong was partly due to having lost a reliable operational 
group that was committed to the implementation of the decision of the Kalun 
Meeting, but mainly it was due to the regrettable loss of pathfinders in the change of 
course who had been striving to make my father’s will the reality. 


At my father’s funeral Kong Yong and Pak Jin Yong had led the pallbearers. They 
told my mother they would dress in mourning in my place, so that I need not wear a 
mourning suit. They must have thought it would be a pitiful sight if I, a boy of 14, 
took to mourning. For three years the two of them remained in mourning, wearing 
mourner’s hafs made of hemp. At the time the Independence Army training centre 
was located at Wanlihe a short distance from the town of Fusong. Once or twice 
every week Kong Yong would come to my home with a load of firewood on his A - 
frame carrier and pay his respects to my mother. His wife, too, often visited my 
home bringing with her edible herbs such as aralia shoots and anise. Sometimes, 
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Kong Yong would come with a sack of rice over his shoulder. Their support was a 
great help to our family. My mother treated them as kindly as she would her own 
brother and sister, sometimes, even admonishing them sternly for their mistake with 
the authority of an elder sister. After Kong Yong left for Manchuria to join the 
independence movement, his wife had lived alone in Pyoktong. Then one year she 
had come to Fusong, to her husband. On her face was a scar from a burn she had 
got while cooking noodles at home. As he looked at her scarred face, Kong Yong said 
sullenly that he would not live with her any longer because her face was so ugly. My 
mother got angry and scolded him severely, “I say. Are you in your right mind to say 
that? Your wife has come a long way to see you, and instead of seating her ona 
cushion of gold for that, you have the outrageous idea of saying that you won't live 
with her.” Kong Yong had always been submissive to my mother, and that day he 
apologized to her with a deep bow. 


I first learned through a newspaper report about the activities of the armed group 
led by my uncle Hyong Gwon that had gone into the homeland. I cannot remember 
accurately if it was when I was in Harbin or somewhere else that a comrade 
brought me the newspaper. It said that an armed group of four men had appeared 
in Phungsan and shot down a police sergeant, before hijacking a car coming from 
Pukchong and disappearing in the direction of Huchi Pass. 


The comrade who brought me the newspaper was in raptures about the gunshot 
that had rung out in the homeland, but that gunshot caused me great anxiety. How 
was it that they had fired shots in Phungsan, which could be called the threshold of 
the country? I remembered my uncle’s fiery temper. It seemed likely that he had lost 
control of himself and fired his gun. 


From his early childhood he had behaved in a manly fashion and was as stubborn 
as a mule. In mentioning uncle Hyong Gwon, I recall the episode of a bowl of gruel 
made from coarsely ground millet. As this happened while I was staying in 
Mangyongdae, my uncle must have been eleven or twelve years old at the time. Our 
family used to eat gruel of coarsely ground millet every evening. Needless to say it 
tasted bad, but the most irritating thing of all was that every time we swallowed it 
the husks of millet pricked our throats. I hated the gruel. One day my uncle, who 
was sitting at the table, hit his bowl with his head and overturned it, spilling the hot 
millet gruel placed before him by his mother, that is, my grandmother. He knocked 
his head so hard against the bowl that the bowl went flying down to the floor and 
his forehead began to bleed. He was still young and not fully matured, and was 
angry to be so poor as to have to eat gruel, so he had vented his grievance on the 
bowl of coarse gruel. Grandmother gave him a good scolding, saying, “To see you 
complain about your food, you won’t amount to anything.” But turning round, she 
wept. 


As he grew up, my uncle would bother about the scar on his forehead. When he 
came to China to live with us, he used to wear quite a long forelock to hide the scar. 
He came to China when we were living in Linjiang. My father had him stay with us 
in order to educate him. As he was a teacher, he could see that his brother, while he 
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lived with us, would get through a secondary school course without even attending 
school. His idea was to bring him up to be a revolutionary. While my father was 
alive, my uncle grew up reasonably soundly under his influence and control. But 
after my father’s death, he lost control of himself and began to behave recklessly. 
His disposition of his younger days when he had hit his head against the bowl of 
coarse millet gruel revived, to our astonishment. Now that his eldest brother was 
gone, he could not remain calmly at home but roamed everywhere, including 
Linjiang, Shenyang (Mukden) and Dalian. He had been betrothed to a girl of his 
parents’ choosing when he went home. People with an inside knowledge of our 
family would say that having returned from home he was unsettled because the girl 
was not to his liking. Indeed, that could have been the reason, but the main reason 
for his restlessness was that he could not overcome the despair and sorrow he felt 
over my father’s death. 


When I returned home after leaving Hwasong Uisuk School, my uncle was still 
continuing to live recklessly without coming to his senses, like a drunken man. Life 
for my family was very difficult; my mother was barely eking out a living from her 
job of washing and sewing. Ri Kwan Rin had come to my house with some money 
and rice and was helping my mother in her work. She must have felt sorry to see 
how hard life was for our family. My uncle should have acted as the head of the 
family in place of my deceased father. In our household there were things he could 
have attended to. There was my father’s surgery, where some medicines remained, 
though not very many, but if it had been run properly, it could have been of some 
help to us. But my uncle ignored the surgery. Frankly speaking, I was extremely 
displeased at his behaviour at the time. So one day at home I wrote a long letter to 
be read by my uncle when I was away. As I was in my secondary school days, and 
had a strong sense of justice, I could not stand anything that was unfair, no matter 
if it concerned someone older than me or not. I placed the letter under my uncle’s 
pillow before leaving for Jilin. My mother, however, thought it quite improper for me 
to criticize my uncle in that way. 


“Although your uncle is now up in the air like a cloud unable to set his mind on 
anything, he will surely join the right path in due course. Say what you may, he will 
not lose sight of the main thing. He can be relied upon to return home when he gets 
tired of roaming. So don’t do anything, not even criticize him. How dare a nephew 
criticize his uncle?” 


Thus my mother admonished me. It was typical of my mother to think that way. 
But 1 still left the letter for my uncle. 


When I returned to Fusong on a holiday after a year at Yuwen Middle 
School in Jilin, I was surprised to find my uncle Hyong Gwon leading a steady life. 
My mother’s prediction had been correct. He did not say a word about my letter, but 
I could surmise that the letter had had a considerable effect on him. In the winter of 
that year he joined the Paeksan Youth League. After my departure from Fusong he 
became deeply involved in the work of expanding the youth league. The next year he 
was admitted to the Young Communist League on the recommendation of his 
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comrades. This was how he became associated with the revolutionary ranks. From 
1928 he guided the work of the Paeksan Youth League organizations in the Fusong, 
Changbai, Linjiang and Antu areas on the instructions of the Young Communist 
League. 


After their neighbours, who had read in the newspapers that in Phungsan there 
had occurred an incident in which a Japanese police sergeant was shot dead, 
reported the fact, our family in my home village of Mangy ongdae learned of my 
uncle’s arrest. Hearing of it, my grandfather said, “Why, just as his eldest brother 
did, is he also shooting the Japanese to death? Who knows what will come of it in 
the end? But in any case, it was well done.” 


Only after some time had passed did I hear the full story of the activities conducted 
by the operational group in the homeland at Phungsan. On August 14, 1930, on its 
way to Tanchon, after crossing the River Amnok, the group stopped for a while in the 
blueberry fields of Hwangsuwon near Phabal - n, Phungsan, where they were 
regarded suspiciously by the wicked police sergeant Opashi ( real name Matsuya - 
ma ) who was passing on a bicycle. The fellow was a devil who came to Phungsan in 
1919 and had been tormenting the Koreans ever since. So the local people called him 
by the nickname Opashi ( stinging bee - Tr. ). The inhabitants of the area harboured 
a deep - seated grudge against this villain. As the group were passing in front of the 
police sub - station this Opashi called them into his office. No sooner had he set foot 
in the house than my uncle fired and killed the scoundrel. Then he made an anti - 
Japanese speech openly before the people. Dozens of people listened to his speech. 
Ri In Mo, the war - correspondent of the Korean People’s Army, who is known to the 
world for never having recanted in spite of many years in prison in south Korea, 
said that he heard his speech in Phabal - ri. Although the members of the group had 
the enemy at their heels, they attempted to approach the areas being swept by the 
flames of the peasants’ uprising. 


We considered the peasants’ uprising in Tanchon to be very important. In the 
places where the uprising broke out there must, without doubt, have been leaders of 
the mass movement and a large organized force of politically and ideologically 
awakened and active revolutionary people. While the enemy was searching 
frantically for the prime movers in the rebel areas, we were eager to find the central 
figures from among the insurgent masses such as O Jung Hwa of Wangqing, Kim 
Jun of Longjing and Jon Jang Won of Onsong. By establishing contact with such core 
elements and exerting a good influence on them, we could lay the foundation for 
promoting the revolutionary struggle at home. If we could open the door into the 
Tanchon area, we could proceed by this route to Songjin, Kilju and Chongjin and, 
further, advance to Pyongyang by way of Hamming, Hungnam and Wonsan. This 
was why we had given the operational group at home led by my uncle Hyong Gwon 
the assignment of meeting the heroes of the peasants’ insurgence in Tanchon. 


The armed group which had left Phabal - ri after the shooting captured a motor 
coach carrying the head of the criminal section of the Phungsan police station at the 
approach to the valley of Pongo. They disarmed the police officer and then made 
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an anti - Japanese address to him and the other passengers. They proceeded to 
Munang - ri Riwon County, and talked to the charcoal burners in the valleys of 
Paedok and Taebawi and in various other places to enlighten them politically. They 
worked actively all the time in spite of the difficult conditions. On their way to 
Pukchong, they divided the armed group into two teams - one with my uncle and 
Jong Ung and the other with Choe Hyo Il and Pak Cha Sok. They agreed that the 
two teams would meet in the town of Hongwon before going on their way. 


Early in September my uncle and Jong Ung raided 
the Kwangje Temple on Mt. Taedok, Pukchong County, where an enemy search 
party was ensconced and then, while moving towards Hongwon and Kyongpho, 
encountered an enemy squad in the vicinity of the Jolbu Temple. There they shot 
the head of the Jonjin police sub - station dead. My uncle entered Hongwon that very 
day and went to the house of Choe Jin Yong which was where they had promised to 
meet. 


Choe Jin Yong had been a member of the Independence Army and a close 
acquaintance not only of my uncle but also of myself. When he had been the head of 
the Ansong area control office in Fusong, he had often called at our home. Earlier, 
when he had been a sub - county chief in Korea, he had embezzled some public 
money and, when this was brought to light and a scandal ensued, he had 
absconded to Manchuria where he had placed himself under the orders of the 
Jongui-bu organization. He had once stayed with us for many months, eating the 
meals served him by my mother. When the Japanese imperialists showed signs of 
invading Manchuria, Choe left Fusong on the excuse that he was too old to work for 
the Independence Army any longer. He left for Hongwon saying that he would buy a 
small orchard, and spend the rest of his life honestly. As soon as he arrived in 
Hongwon he became a secret agent of the Japanese imperialists. My uncle did not 
know this. 


Choe hid my uncle in a comer of the yard on the pretext that the enemy was 
keeping a sharp lookout, and then rushed off to the police station and informed them 
that the armed gang from Manchuria was staying at his house. When my uncle 
was taken to the police station, Choe Hyo Il was already there. Needless to say, it 
was Choe Jin Yong that had informed against Choe Hyo Il, too. Only then did my 
uncle realize that Choe Jin Yong was a stooge of the Japanese imperialists. The 
treachery of Choe Jin Yong was a shock, a bolt out of the blue. He used to repeat 
over and over again, like a chant to Amitabha, that he would never forget, even in 
his grave, the kindness of Song Ju’s mother who had served him with three hearty, 
warm meals and a bottle of wine every day for many months. Who could have 
imagined that this creature would some day turn traitor? When I first heard that 
Choe Jin Yong had turned informer against my uncle, I could hardly believe my ears. 
Even now I say that it is good to believe in people but that it is mistaken to harbour 
illusions about them. Illusions are unscientific things and so, if one harbours 
illusions, one may commit an irreparable mistake, no matter how perceptive one may 
be. 
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Jong Ung was the only one who slipped out of the enemy’s net. He had been taken 
into the group as a guide by my uncle when leaving for the homeland. Being a native 
of Riwon, he was familiar with the area on the east coast. But later he, too, was 
arrested in Chunchon because of a spy. 


My uncle was detained in Hongwon police station for a while after his arrest, and 
then transferred to Hamhung gaol where he was put to mediaeval torture. The news 
of his litigating action in Hamhung local court reached me through many lips. Having 
accused the Japanese imperialists of their crimes, he had loudly declared that 
armed burglars should be fought off with arms, I heard. What force was it that had 
made him behave so proudly in the court? It was his faith in and devotion to the 
revolution, I believe. If there was anything my uncle feared more than death, it must 
have been the betrayal of the faith which makes a man righteous and courageous 
and enables him to be the most dignified being in the world. 


Choe Hyo Il was sentenced to death and my uncle to 15 years imprisonment. My 
uncle and his comrades-in-arms sang revolutionary songs loudly in the court. After 
singing they shouted slogans. The members of the operational group appealed to 
the Seoul court of review in order to continue their struggle for a longer period. The 
Japanese imperialists, after their bitter experience at the trial in Hamhung, heard the 
case behind closed doors in Seoul, without an audience. They sustained the 
decision of Hamhung local court. Choe Hyo Il was hanged shortly after the court 
ruling. He walked out to the gallows with perfect composure after making his last 
request to his comrades that they fight on unyieldingly. 


My uncle was thrown into Mapho prison in Seoul, a prison intended mainly for 
long-term prisoners sentenced to more than ten years. He did not cease his struggle 
in prison, either. When the Japanese ruffians tried to seduce the long - term “political 
offenders” to abandon their stand, my uncle made a passionate speech against 
ideological conversion before a crowd of prisoners to stir them up and then waged a 
dauntless struggle at the head of the prisoners for an improvement in their 
treatment. I think the facts about his stmggle are already widely known to the 
public. 


Stepping up their war preparations, the Japanese rogues drove the prisoners out to 
work on making ammunition boxes. The prisoners were forced to do murderous 
labour on seventh-grade rations. Indignant at this, my uncle led a prisoners’ strike in 
the prison factory to protest against the jail guards who were forcing them to do the 
murderous labour, the anniversary of the October Revolution marking its launch. A 
large number of prisoners participated in this strike. In an attempt to stay the 
influence of my uncle, the prison authorities locked him up in a dark isolation cell 
and, not content with this, put irons on his wrists and ankles so that the irons cut 
into his flesh whenever he made the slightest movement. He was given only one 
meal a day, and this a ball of rice mixed with soy beans as small as a child’s fist. 
Since my uncle continued with his struggle in such terrible conditions, the prison 
authorities whimpered that Kim Hyong Gwon was turning the Mapho prison red. 
One day, while working in the prison factory, Pak Cha Sok heard that we were 
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actively engaged in an armed struggle throughout Manchuria. He conveyed this 
news to my uncle. On hearing it, my uncle wept for the first time since being put 
behind bars and, holding the hands of Pak Cha Sok, said in a faltering voice, as I 
heard later: 


“I think my days are numbered. But you survivors, I pray that you fight on to the 
last. When you have served your time and get out of here, be sure to go and see my 
mother in Mangyongdae and tell her about me.... If you meet Song Ju some day, tell 
him my story and let him know that I fought to the last moment of my life without 
yielding. This is my last request.” 


My uncle was now so weak that he was confined to bed. When he was on the 
verge of death, the prison authorities sent notice to Mangyongdae permitting us to go 
and see him. My uncle Hyong Rok got a loan of 40 won and went to Seoul with 
Pong Ju, a relation, and met his younger brother Hyong Gwon for the last time. 


“When we arrived at the prison, a warder took us to the infirmary. I saw all the 
other sick prisoners sitting up, but our Hyong Gwon who was at death’s door was 
lying in bed looking like a skeleton. To think how bitter I felt at that time!... Seeing 
me, he just mumbled, unable to utter a word. He was so ghastly I could hardly 
believe he was my brother. In spite of that, he smiled at me and said, ‘Elder brother, 
although I’m going before attaining my aim, the Japanese villains are bound to fall.’ 
Hearing him say this, I thought it was just like our Hyong Gwon.” 


This is what uncle Hyong Rok said to me when I visited my old home after my 
triumphal return to the homeland. When I heard this, I wept at the thought of uncle 
Hyong Gwon. And I felt remorse for the criticism I had once levelled at him in a letter. 
My uncle Hyong Rok, who had almost fainted at the sight of his brother in such a 
terrible condition, said to the warder: 


“Please allow me to take my brother Hyong Gwon home for treatment.” 


“No,” said the warder, “your brother will live in prison if he should live and should 
die the ghost of a prison if he should die.... You can’t take him home.” 


“Then I will take his place in prison. After he has received treatment and recovered, 
he can come back here.” 


“You fool, where is there such a law that permits a man to serve a prison term in 
the place of another?” 


“Why, you make up laws as you please, so why can’t you do this? Grant me my 
request, I beg you.” 


“You rogue, where do you think you are to talk such nonsense? Just as the younger 
brother is a rogue, so the elder brother is, too. You’re all a bad lot. Get out of here 
right away!” 
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The warder shouted at him and turned him out of the prison. At his wit’s end, uncle 
Hyong Rok put 16 won in the hand of the warder and asked him, “ Please take 
care of my brother Hyong Gwon.” With this he left for Mangyongdae. Doubtless such 
a small amount of money had no effect on the prison guard, but that was all he had. 
After returning from the prison, my uncle could not sleep for a month. When he 
closed his eyes, the vision of his brother rose before him and he could not bring 
himself to sleep. Three months later, uncle Hyong Gwon died in prison. It was early 
in 1936 and I was on the way to the Nanhutou area with the guerrilla unit, having 
returned from the second expeditionary campaign to north Manchuria. My uncle 
was 31 years old when he died. 


So, by then gone were my father, my mother, my younger brother and now even my 
uncle. So all my family who had gone through unspeakable hardships and 
privations for the sake of the revolution were no more. When I received word in the 
mountains that my uncle had passed away, I made up my mind that I would not die 
but by all means survive to avenge the death of my uncle who was lying alone on a 
nameless hill in the homeland with his grief over the nation’s ruin unassuaged, and 
would win back my country, come what may. I have already mentioned the painful 
fact that when the notice of his death came, our family at Mangyongdae could not go 
and recover his body because they could not afford the travel expenses, and that 
therefore, his body was buried in the cemetery of the Mapho prison. 


Just before he breathed his last, uncle Hyong Gwon told the other inmates of a fact 
he had been keeping secret: 


“Kim Il Sung is my nephew. He is now leading a large revolutionary force 
in Manchuria, thrashing the Japanese swines. It will not be long before his army 
storms into the country. Wait in arms to greet them. Only when we fight can we 
expel the Japanese ruffians and liberate the country!” 


Whenever I think of my uncle Hyong Gwon, I see before my eyes my innumerable 
comrades - in - arms who laid down their young lives without hesitation on the road 
to the implementation of the decision of the Kalun Meeting. Uncle Hyong Gwon had a 
daughter called Yong Sil. After liberation she attended 
the Mangyongdae Revolutionary School. I thought I would bring her up with all 
care to succeed her father. But his only child was killed during a bombing raid 
during the war. 


The feats performed by the members of the Korean Revolutionary Army who had 
opened up the path ahead of our revolution were truly great and noble. It was by 
drawing on the experiences and lessons of their heroic struggle and at the cost of the 
precious blood shed by them that the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army came into 
the world as a permanent revolutionary armed force. 
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
